The officers further 
contracted to remain in the services 
of Japan until the cheques were paid. 

Baron ‘Tilinsky and a _ partmer 
named Swetky went to Zurich. in 1911 
and endeavored to raise money on the, 
cheques through a local financier. Ne- 
gotiations were opened with banks ip 
London, Amsterdam and Dresden, but 
they refused to make any advances 
without seeing the original contract. 

In the meantime, according to the 
story, the Japanese embassy learned 
of the affair and reported it to Tokio. 
The consul of Zurich was instructed 
to investigate The Russian govern- 
ment also took up the matter and sent 
the Rugesian military attache at Berne 
to Zurich to make inquires. 


Ottoman Mission Failed 

Constantinople.—The mission to 
London of Ibrahim Hakki Pasha on 
behalf of the Ottoman Government 
has failed. His object was to per- 
suade the powers to support. the 
claim of Turkey to the retention of 
Adrianople. He was, however, un- 
able to prevail upon the powers to ac- 
cept the Porte's note ag a basis for} 
fresh peace negotiations, and he had 
no authority to go beyond the propo- 
swis contained in that document, Al- 
though members of the Turkish cab- 
inet are in favor of peace, the war 
element shows no tendency to weak- 
en its attitude. Military operations 
are still confined to skirmishes at 
various points along the front. Fight- 
ing on any extended scale is improb- 
able for the present owing to the 
inclemency of the weather.

That 
means getting on in the. world, but it 
means such a fellowship with the 
world as angels cannot approve, for 
they preferred to abide in the street 
rather than’enter Lot’s house. 

When they communicated to Lot 
their business, that they had been. sent 
to destroy the city because of its in- 
iquity, which ¢ried greatly to God, 
they told Lot to tell his family and 
relatives to flee from the city because 
of the judgment that was about to 
come. They paid tio heed to Lot's 
message, hawever, and he seemed to 
them as one that mocked. 

So much for the value of a _testi- 
mony against the world by one who is 
conformed to the world. The life and 
conduct of Lot is such a problem that 
if the spirit by Peter had not told 
us. that he was a righteous man (IT 
Pet. ii, 7, 8) we might never have 
supposed that he was such a one. 
Such a testimony concerning such a 
man should prevent us from passing 
judgment on any one as to whether 
they are the Lord’s or not. See Rom. 
xiv, 13; I Cor. 4, 6. 

In the morning the two angels took 
Lot and his wife aad their two daugh- 
ters by the hand and brought them 
forth without the city, urging them to 
escape for their ves and look not be- 
hind them lest they should be consum- 
ed in the destruction of the city. 

The perverseness and unbelief of 
Lot are seep in his refusal to escape 
to the mountain and in his fear that 
He who had delivered him from Sod- 
om would let some evil befall him in 
the mountain. See the marvelous 
grace of God in sparing Zoar at his 
request, How wonderful beyond all 
comprehension the sin of man and the 
grace of God! There is, however, a 
limit to*His forbearance if sin is per- 
sisted in, for, though He is long suffer- 
ing and not willing that any should 
perish, the day of the Lord will come 
(II Pet, iil, 9, 10), 

From chapter xix, 15-23, it looks as 
if the day on which Sodom and Go- 
morrah were destroyed began with a 
clear sky, a morning of sunsh'ne after 
a Pight of the’usual sins to which the 
cities were given over. If the sons- 
in-law of Lot happened to mention to 
any of their friends the visit of their 
father and his strange message con- 
cerning the approaching doom it prob- 
ably cuused only laughter. But the 
clouds gathered, the storm broke, the 
fire and brimetone fell, and that was 
the last morning op earth for the in- 
habitants of those cities. 

The Lond Jeaue Christ who sent the 
deluge in the days of Noah and the 
fire that those cities, hes 
said: As it wae im the days of Lot, 
even thus shail it be in the day when 
the Son of Man is revealed. (Luke 
xvii, 26; xxvii, 90; Il Thess. 1, 7-9). 

He also said: Remember Lot's wife 
(Luke yviii. 82). And when the day 
these Old Testament records are ri 
diculed, as they go often are, it ts th:

etected in this meat can be virtually 
eliminated by the careful removal of 
the pink skin above the fat on the 
outer surface of the meat. It ts bere 
that the little off cells which hold this 
flavor abound. 

lamb is smaller and lighter in color 
than ma@tton. One distinguishing test 
between the two is that in lamb, when 
the bone’ is broken, as in the case of 
a leg or chops, it will be found red 
and rough, while as the animal grows 
older the blood recedes from the bones, 
leaviug them white and smooth. 


Neat Hems. 

It is often ditticult to make a neat 
looking bem ov a skirt or coat made 
of very thick cloth. for unless it can 
be pressed very flat with a heavy iron, 
and sometimes even then, there will 
be an unsightly bump or buige at the 
point where the material ts turned in 
at the tup of the hem and stitched. \ 


A good plan to follow when using \

The Best Turquoises Women Wear

By far the largest part of the world's 
turquoises comes from the mines near 
the Persian city of Nishapur, where 
Omar Khayyam was born and ties 
buried. ‘Tbe mines are situated in a 
range of mountains rising to a height 
of 6.655 feet. The highest” point at 
which turquoises have been found is 
5,800 feet above sea ltvel, and the low- 
est point 4,800 feet. The geologic for- 
mation of the Nishapur mountains is 
porpbyries, greenstone, limestone and 
sandstone, the turguvises being found 
in veins in the rock. ‘he methods of 
the Persians who operate tbe mines is 
quite antiquated, for only ladders and 
pulleys are used in the rougir shafts.
